THE HIGH SOHOOL AGAIN. 


In our issue of last week, we _ re- 

ferred to the growth of the colored 
- High School under the principal. 
ship of Prof. CardozZo. 

We have since made farther in- 
quiries concerning this matter, and 
deem the subject of sufficient im- 
portance to our readers to refer to 
it again, more fully and in detail. 
Prof. Cardozo became principal of 
the High School iv Sept. 1884. At 
that time there were 151 pupils, 16 
boys and 135 girls. The school has 
steadily increased each succeeding 
year in numbers, and consisted ot 
$04 pupils in September 1887, 70 
boys and 234 girls. ‘The total num- 
ber doubled, and the boys increased 
more than four times in three years. 

The faculty has also increased 

from 4 regular teachers in 1884 to 
9 in 1887, and two special teachers, 
one in drawing, andonein music, 
and pow consists of Prof. Cardozo, 
a graduate of Glasgow University, 
Scotland, with the following able 
corp of assistants :—Mr. R. H. Ter. 
rell,a graduate of Harvard Uni- 
versity; Prot. H. M. Brown, a 
graduate of Howard University 
and Princeton; Misses Paterson 
and Church, and Mrs. Cooper. 
graduates of Oberlin College; and 
Misses Barney, Riggs and Parke, 
graduates of the high. schools of 
Philadelphia, Calais, Maine; and 
Washington, D. C., respectively; 
and Messrs Hunster and Grant, 
special tcachers. They teach the 
following subjects: Prof. Cardo- 
zo, Political Economy, Commer. 
cial law and Book-keeping; Mr. 
Terrell, Latin and French; Prof. 
Brown, Germau and Pysics; Miss 
Barney, History; Miss Patterson, 
Hi-tory and Literature; Mrs. Coop- 
er, Geometry and the Sciences; 
Miss Riggs, Rhetoric; Miss Parke, 
Algebra; Miss Church, Latin; Mr. 
Huneater, Drawing ; Mr. Grant, mu- 
sic. There are two courses of stady 
pursued in both the white and col- 
ored High Schools, viz: an academic 
course and a business course. The 
former requiring THREE years for 
~ita completion and fitting the pu- 
pile for college; the latter requir- 
ing Two years, and fitting the pn- 
pils for the Ci7il service and busi- 
ness. The distinguishing feature 
of the two courses is the study of 
ancient and modern languages ex- 
elusively in the academic, and 
book-keeping and commercial law 
exclusively in the business. | 

While the two High schools the 
white and the colored are similar 
in several respects, there are points 
of distinction which we think ought 
to be removed, and which we arge 

our colored Trustees to effect as 
early as possible. 

The points of resemblance are, 
firat; the large proportion of col- 
lege graduates in the two faculties; 
we think the two schools compare 
favorably in this respect. Second ; 
the course of study in the two 
schools are identical. | 

The points of difference are, first; 
the differencein the buildings and 
the grounds and second, in the 
Laboratory and apparatus. This 
distinction would immediately im- 

ress a Visitor tothe two schools. 
The white High school has a large, 
magnificent building, with study 
halls, drill hall and armory, a spa- 
cious library and reading room, 
and extensive laboratory with 
abundant apparatus and half a 
equare of playground. The colored 
High school is cooped up in a 
small building, not large enough 
for itself alone, with the Normal 
and Training schools and five pri- 
mary schools in the basement, witb 
a little ante room for alibrary and 
reading room « another little anti 
room for a laboratory, with no 
study hall, no drill hall, and no 
armory, and no grounds for the 
papils ; thus forming the giris into 
the streets during recess and very 
little apparatus. 

The cause of these remarkable 
differences ion the accommodations 
for the pupils of the two schools 
repectively is to be traced to the 
mistaken principle of the pro rata 
distribution of the cost of educa- 
tion in each school. Thus for in- 
stance, the white High sgchool of 
900 pupils claim that they should 

t three times more money than 

e colored High school of 300 pu- 
pils, for apparatas, and for building 
pu This policy has prevail- 
ed in the past and does now partly, 

a the advantages referred to are at- 
tributable to this mistaken policy 
alone. 

We urge the colored Trustees to 
submit no longer to tbis manifest 
injustice, but to demand a suitable 
building in a central locality, with 


similar, conveniences to the white

The colored pupils have enough 
natural disadvantages to contend 
with, without adding those artifi- 
cial and unnecesary ones. The 
white pupils have educated parents 
who can assist them in their stad- 
ies at home; and who have the 
means to afford them the time to 
prepare their lessons, and comfor- 
table homes to pursue their stud- 
ies uninterruptedly. They lave 
alsoenjoyed the benefit of educa. 
tion for centuries, and thus possess 
cultured intellects transmitted from 
generation to generation. 


All these nat. ral advantages are | 


denied us, and yet we are handi- 
capped in the race by the addition 
of the artificial disadvantages re- 
ferred to. | : 

We believe the present colored 
Trustees are determined to do all 
in their power to make the colored 
High school equal to the white, 
and that Dr. Francis—who is the 
colored member of the committee 
on High schools, has given the 
subject his special consideration, 
and is determined to remedy the 
existing defects; and we also be- 
lieve that Prof. Gregory and Mr. 
Cornish will heartily sustain the 
Doctor. 

We shall watch the matter with 
a jealous eye and shall call the at- 
tention of our readers and ‘patrons 
toitagain. Wewish the Trustees, 
Superintendent and Faculty of the 
High school abundant success in 
their laudible ambition to make 
their school the equal of the white 
High school, and our only surprise 
18 that they have done so well un- 
der their manifold disadvantages.

Her screams finally 
brought assistance and the men ran off 
and escaped. The officers investigated 
and found the woman’: story true in ev- 
ery particular. Tne horrible outrage was 
perpetrated near sOme residences and was 
witnessed by several ladies, who were 
powerless tohelp the woman The men 
wore the dress of miners, but were un- 
known. Officers are now scouring the 
country 1n search ofthem. the woman is

Mr. Augenstein further states, that 
Mr. Fish said that the building 
was too damp, and rent too high. 
This it is said was the pretext this 
white trustee made. . : 

Mr. Augenstein offered Mr. Fish 
the rent of the building 

FREE, 

if the place became damp within a 
year. This bnilding has been rented 
tor a white schvol from 1866 to 1881, 
and no fault has been found with it 
on account of dampness, until a 
colored school was to be held there. 
Mr. Augenstein has no prejudices, 
and he is willing that this building 
be used for a colored scvool, and if 
Mr, Fish thinks that the rent is too 
high ne is willing to lessen the 
rent equal to the amount the Com— 
missioners have agreed to pay for
